September is a poor month 


this September moderate-income families who expect to fix 
up their homes are/in for a jolt. Prices of scores of household 
appliances and equipment have been raised during the Sum- 


mer and the stores will be di 
after Labor Day. Too, boys’ 
Fall suits will cost 5 to 7 per 
cent more as the result of price 
hikes recently effected. Men’s suits 


and topcoats have also been raised 
for. Fall. Cut-price sales on men’s 


efid boys’ clothing usually occur in} 


laté-Fall and early-Winter. 


But three important types of 
merchandise have been reduced 
and represent better value now. 
Prices on denim work clothes have 
been cut (see below). One of the 
largest manufacturers has cut ny- 


lon stockings, which will be good] 


news to husbands harried by big 
stocking bills because their wives 
buy the fargile 51-15’s instead of the 
more durable 45-30’s or 51-30’s. Sheets 
have also been reduced. For the 
time being you can buy full-size 
heavyweight muslin (140-thread 
count) for less than $2.50. Curtains, 
bedspreads and other household 
textiles are cheaper now too. But 
after a splurge of cut-price sales 
this Summer, carpeting is going up 
again. Families seeking rugs may 
Still find the tag-end of Summer 
sales, but otherwise, be wary of 
paying higher prices this Fall. 


“One by one manufacturers have’ 


raised list prices of household 
equipment in recent weeks. Some 
of''the boosts are small but others 
range up to 30 per cent more. List 
prices are now higher on some of 
the best-known makes of refrig- 
erators, gas and electric ranges, 
carpet sweepers, mixers, plumbing 
fixtures and other household goods. 


Many of these price hikes are be- 
ing. blamed by. the manufacturers 
on the recent increase in the cost 
of steel. This seems like a weak 
excuse, when actually the steel 
Price boost adds only 69 cents to 
the cost of the steel in a range, 


for-example, about one-fifth of one; 


per cent of its selling price. In the 
case of a small appliance like an 
électric iron, the steel price rise 
added only 2% cents to its cost, 
again, about one-fifth of one per 
cent of the price tag. Yet manu-! 
facturers have raised the prices of 
these goods five, ten and 15 per 
cent.

All three received $500 awards to 


Answers to Jobless Pay Questions, 
Disability Insurance, Employment 


East Bay Labor Journal today publishes. the eighth in a

questions frequently asked by 
ment insurance, disability insu 
Employment Service. 

Q. 


soon do I have to see a doctor? 


A. No disability insurance claim} 


can be established unless it is ac- 
companied by a certification of the 
claimant's physician or _ practi- 
tioner. 

Q. What is a day of disability? 

A. A day of disability begins 
at 12:01 midnight and ends 24 hours 
thereafter. If a hospital charges a 
full day for less than 24 hours of 
hospitalization, full hospital bene- 
fits of $8 a day are payable. 

Q. Is there a waiting period for 
disability insurance? 

A. Yes. If you are not hospital- 
ized there is a seven-day waiting 
period for each uninterrupted pe- 


jyears ago, according to evidence riod of disability under the state 


plan. (Voluntary plan waiting pe- 
riods vary.) If you are hospitalized, 
the waiting period is waived be- 
ginning with the day you enter the 
hospital. 

Q. If I have a relapse of the 
same disability, do I have to serve 
another waiting period? 

A. No, not if the relapse occurs 
within 14 days after the ending of 
the original disablement. 

Q. How much disability insur- 
ance will I receive? 


A. Depending upon your earn-! 


ings, you could be eligible to re- 
ceive 26 times your weekly bene- 
fit amount which would range 
from $10 to $30, or one-half your 
total base period wages, whichever 
is the lesser amount. 

Q. When do I send my 
elaim in? 

A. If you are not hospitalized, 
mail your first claim on the ninth 
day of disability. If you are hos-

the second day of hospitalization. 
Your first check will be for only 
one day of disability, but by fol-

waited upon by union personnel,| 


whether it be in a restaurant, serv- 
ice station or department store. 

Those readers who may not be 
union members through no fault 
of their own, should recognize the 
fact that they are the indirect bene- 
ficiaries of the gains made by un- 
ion labor. Consequently their stand- 
ard of living is higher, induced by 
better wages which unwilling em- 
ployers have had to pay due to the 
“average” rate in that community 
or industry. Do not hesitate to ask 
them to spend their earnings to 
the advantage of those who have 
helped provide such benefits. To a 
great degree they are merely help- 
ing themselves. 

The union label is not something 
you merely look for in articles of 
clothing. Incidentally beware of 
that old trick in purchasing cloth- 
ing where you will find a label 
saying simply “Union Made,” it 
may be a union in name only, look 
for some identifying mark such as 
the ‘Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers of America.” 

Theaters are not generally identi- 
fied by a union label, either on the 
screen in the form of a slide as in 
the past, or in the form of a house 
‘ecard in the box-office.
